Substitute Tube For Old Scan­ 
ning Disc To Cut Down 
Size Of Machine.

Casting aside such apparatus as 
neon lamps, motors and scanning

It is a cathode-ray tube, similar 
to that used to visualize electric

cent screen in the flat end of the 


glass enclosure. 
Called Kinescope 
First announcement of the de­ 
vice, termed a kinescope, carried

to sound radio when it replaced 
the crystal detector and made pos­ 
sible the broadcast receiver of to­ 
day.
